WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—(4)—A 
centralized army air force of approxi- 
mately 900 fighting planes, available 
almost instantly as a unit for attack 
or defense, was organized today at 
the war department. 

The force, the establishment of 
which was termed by Secretary Dern 


“the most important and evolutionary 
step toward modernization’ of com- 
bat units since the World War, will 
de known as the general headquarters 
air force. commander wil] be 
Lieutenant Colonel Frank M. Au- 


drews. 
Feylois in Command. 

Actual establishment of the force 
will. take immediate command of the 
army's aerial fighting units from Ma- 
jor Genera Benjamfn D. Foulois, chief 
of the army air corps. The fighting 
planes will be placed under the ‘chief 
of staff, now General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 

At the war depariment, however, it 
was said plans for the “GHQ” 
force were drafted before a house mil- 
‘ Porte affairs subcommittee demanded 

oulois’ removal as head of the air 
force. 

The Baker aviation committee, in 
its report last summer, recommended 
such a central force. 

Another result of the organization 
may be to silence some of the demands 
for a sperate air force for the services. 
Crities of the present system have 
charged methods were unwieldy and 
cumbersome and did not permit op- 
eration of fighting planes as unit, 
The army armada will consist of 
practically all the combat elements in 
the United States. 

Force To Be Grouped. 

The war department said today that 
to secure the greatest possible mo- 
bility, however, the force would be 
grouped in three subcommands or 
wings in the middle west and on the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 

The first wing will base at Ham- 
ilton Field, Cal.; the second at Lang- 
ley Field, Va., and the third will 
maintain temporary headquarters at 
Fort Crockett, Texas, with the shift 
of units now at Fort Crockett to 
Barksdale Field, La., in the near fu- 
ture, however, the third: wing will 
be stationed at that field. 

The war department announcement 
emphasized the GHQ organization was 
temporary and that. after a year’s 
test it would be revised to eliminate 
any weakness developed. 

Set-up of New Wings. 

The first wing will be composed of 
the seventh bombardment group, Ham- 
ilton field, California; 19th bombard- 
ment group, Rockwell field, Califor- 
nia: 17th attack group, March field, 
California; and an observation squad- 
ron to be organized in the near future. 
The second wing will comprise the 
second bombardment group, Mitchel 
field, New York; and first pursuit 
group, Selfridge field, Michigan. 

The third wing will be made up 
of the third attack group, Fort Crock- 
ett, and 20th pursuit group, Barks- 
dale field, Louisiana. 

Airship units and service squadrons 
will be divided among the wings.

Service Board, in Annual 
Report, Lauds Johnson 
Bill, Asks “Remedial 
Legislation” in Georgia. 


Slashes in utility rates in Georgia 
during 1934, the public service eom- 
mission said Wednesday, sayed Geor- 
gians not- less than $6,000,000” dur- 
mg the year. ; 

The almadge-appointed commis- 
sion, after reviewing its work for the 
year, said that passage of the Johnson 
bill by congress “will have a 1 
effect on rate regulation,” und the 
commission itself asked for certain 
“remedial legislation” to facilitate its 
work. 

Without making any recommenda- 
tion, the commission called attention 
to the lack of “uniformity of rates in 
municipalities who either own and 
operate their own plants or those who 
purchase at wholesale and maintain 
their own distribution systems.” The 
right of the commission to inquire 
into such rates is now being studied 
by the state supreme court, in an ap- 
peal on a case brought by the city of 
Albany. 

The changes it did recommend had 
to do with handling of utility cases 
in court. One suggestion was for a 
three-judge court of supefior judges 
to try all rate cases, to speed the 
work of courts. on utility cases 
brought to suit by the utilities. 

Admission of Record. 

Another suggestion asked that the 
commission’s record in a utility case 
be admitted as original evidence in a 
rate hearing before the courts. ‘The 
commission said that in some cases, 
the lengthy work of the commission 
went for naught when rate cases were 
carried to court, because the utilities 
there presented different evidence 
from that presented at the commission 
hearing. 

Discussing savings to utility cus- 
tomers through rate reductions it or- 
dered, the commission said it was im- 
possible to compute the actual sav- 
ings in 1934, but that “it is believed 
that a conservative estimate will place 
the amount at not less than $6,000,- 
000 for the year 1934.“ 

It said that telephone rate cuts it 
ordered saved about $1,000,000 in 
1934, and electric rate cuts about 
$1,500,000. . Cuts also were made in 
railroad freight, railroad passenger, 
express and gas rates. One of the 
chief gas rate orders will become ef- 
fective January 1, 1935, and is ex- 
pected to boost the commission’s esti-

Hamilton, member of the reserve 
board, asserted that the Federal Re- 
serve board and the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation had “usurped 
the power of congrss by including non- 
member state banks in the interest- 
reducing order. 

Eccles said the action was taken in 
accordance with the provision of the 
banking act of 1933, which required 
the Federal Reserve board from time 
to time to “limit by regulation the 
rate of interest which may be paid by 
member banks on time deposits.” 

A nt for the action, he said, 
was established on August 29, 1933. 
Authority of Board. 

He said the board has never as- 
sumed it had authority over non-mem- 
ber bank rates, but said inclusion ,of 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Corpo- 
ration action in the board's report 
was made only after he had been ad- 
vised that directors of the FDIC had 
taken such action.

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Woolford Attack Federal 
Competition in State. 


WASHINGTON, 
Eugene Talmadge, Georgia’s militant 
governor, was quoted in the January 
Forestry: News Digest issued today 
as stating “It seems to me that the 


federal government should at least co- 
ordinate its land purchase activities 
with some consideration for the rights 
of the states.” 

The Digest, published by the Amer- 
ican Tree Association, said this stand. 
by the governor followed closely 
upon the taking of options in south- 
ern states of nearly a _ millten acres 
of land by The national forest reser- 
vation commission, 

Talmadge was quoted as follows: 

“The federal government, accord- 
ing to reports, is optioning large 
areas of land in Georgia for pur- 
chase, the area reaching into hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres. If any 
of the agencies of the state are con- 
sulted’ about much of this federal 
land acquisition program, it is not 
known to me. 

“From such information as drifts 
in, it seems that options are being 
taken on sub-marginal lands, largely 
forest land and abandoned farms 
that are now in. condition to use 
only for growing trees. If this land 
goes to federal government owuer- 
ship it is removed from state taxa- 
tion, removed without the state being 
consulted, 

Hits Federal Competition. 

“I certaifily do not want land own- 
ers of Georgia to have to compete 
with the federal government in grow- 
ing timber or in producing naval 
stores with the federal government 
using tax-free and subsidized lands 
and not obliged to make a profit. 

“Georgia has been getting a lot of 
wealth from its forests and it looks 
like a lot more is coming from our 
woods. Georgians, and not the fed- 
eral government, should get it. It 
seems to me that the federal govern- 
ment should at least co-ordinate its 
land purchase activities with some 
consideration for the rights of the 
state.“ N 

Other Georgians prominently iden- 
tified with forestry were quoted on 
the question of the government taking 
over the land. 

B. M. Lufburrow, state forester: 

“Tt is the general opinion of tim- 
berland owners, forestry leaders, 
naval stores operators and lumbermen 
of Georgia that the commercial de- 
velopment of forest resources should 
be left to private interests. 

“The chief reason given for this 
pesition is that private timberland 
owners of other cellulose products too 
greatly are placed at a disadvantage 
when forced to compete with the fed- 
eral government, because the private 
owner has taxes and interest on his 
capital investment to meet, whereas 
the federal government operates on 
tax-free land and has the use of un- 
limited capital on which it is not 
compelled to pay interest nor make a 
profit.“ 

Woolford Opposes Plan. 

T. G. Woolford, president of the 
Georgia Forestry Association and vice 
president of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce: 

“The Georgia Forestry Association 
will oppose any effort to amend the 
‘state’s land purchase enabling act 
whereby the federal government would 
be allowed to buy forest land for 
commercial development.” 

Alex K. Sessions, of Cogdell: 
“Representing the owners of 82, 
acres of cut-over land which we are 
reforesting, I- am very strongly op- 
posed to the policy of the federal gov- 
ernment buying lands in our state.” 

James Fowler, of Soperton, large 
land owner, naval stores operator and 
member of state legislature: 

“As a timberland owner in south 
Georgia, depending largely on pines 
for income, I do not look with favor 
on federal purchase of timberland to 
use for commercial development. I do 
not want to be placed in a position 
of having to compete with the federal 
government which has the advantage 
of using tax-free land, unlimited cap- 
ital for managing the forests and is 
not compelled, as private owners are, 
to make a profit.” 

Region 8 of the United States for- 
est service recently was established 
with headquarters in Atlanta and 
Joseph C. Kircher in charge. For- 
estry recently has become of first 
interest in the south in view of the 
predicted developments of newsprint

The legislator, speaker of the last 
house and Governor Talmadge’s choice 
for speaker without opposition next 
time, outlined the principal points in 
his tax reform program as follows: 

1. Exemption of owner - occupied

State a aa of the support 
and maintenance of schools in their 
entirety. 

3. An old age pension law to pro- 
vide at least $30 a month to eligible 
pensioners. 

Free School Books. 

4. Free school books in the public 
schools. 

With a picture of lessened income 
from his exemption proposal and add- 
ed expense in the other three, Rivers 
said the program could be accomplish- 
ed in the following manner: 

Creation of a sales tax of 5 per 
ent as the base tax. 

An ad valorem tax with the “pgpp- 
er maximum of limitations’ on all 
l except homes. 

cd ge wid graduated” income tax 
on all citizens whose incomes are 
above those of the average citizen. 

“Proper” franchise and inheritance 
taxes. 

“This program,” he said, “will less- 
en the burden of taxation on the 
people now paying taxes in Georgia, 
and it will reach four clabses of 
ple who are paying no tax at all or 
very little tax; namely, negroes, tran- 
sients. salaried people and tax-exempt 
security holders.” 

Although he said he regarded tax 
reform as the outstanding problem 
confronting this next session, which 
begins on January 14, Rivers noted 
that Governor Talmadge’s five-point 
campaign platform would come first 
when the legislature conyenes. He 
sid he saw litfle, if any, opposition 
to the Talmadge program, and added 
that his bills, which are now being 
drawn up, would be ready for intro- 
duction the first day. 

Home Exemption. 
His plan to exempt homes would 


require a constitutional amendment. 


He has listed it first in the order 
of importance, proposing to “exempt 
the home from levy and sale,” except 
where the owner puts a voluntary 
lien on it and where the owner does 
not use the home for commercial gain. 

As to the support of schools by 
the state, Rivers said: 

“I think the state should be made 
a unit for maintenance of schools, 
The state should assume the repay- 
ment of all school bonds in the state, 
relieving all subdivisiong of the bur- 
den of school bonds, collection of 
taxes and maintenance.” 

Spence Grayson, member of the 
Chatham (Savannah) county legisla- 
tive delegation, has drawn a bill for 
oll age pensions to tax all persons 
with an annual income of $360 and 
more $1 a year to provide an income 
of $30 a month for persons 60 years 
of age and older who qualify as ven⸗ 
sioners. 

Rivers said he approved of some 
phases of the Grayson measure but 
not entirely. 

School Book Plan. 

He estimated that to furnish school 
books free, the initial cost to the 
state would be approximately $1,000,- 
000, thereafter costing “only a few 
thousand dollars“ annually, 

“My idea is that the state should 
purchase books and let the county 
boards of education distribute them 
to the schools without any charge to 
the children or to their parents, with 
the proper provision of replacing 
books lost or destroyed on the part

Cold Wreaks Havoc. 


Fires accompanied the cold. A 
Grand Rapid, Mich., resident died of 
shock and burns when flames attacked 
his home. Six firemen were injured 
at St. Paul when their truck crashed 
into a street car. Thirty-seven students 
and priests fled a fire which razed a 
monastery at North Edmonton, Can- 
ada. Guests were put t6 flight by a 
blaze in a hotel at Anita, Ia. A hos- 
pital and bunk house at a OCC camp 
near Wellsboro, Pa., were burned, 
Twenty persons were forced to evacu- 
ate an apartment building in Mil- 
waukee by a three-alarm fire.

National Leaguers Set 


Two Individual and One 
Club Record.

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—(/)—Al- 
though the National league's batters 
performed few outstanding feats dur- 
ing the 1934 season, the fielders had 
a big time. Two individual and one 
club records for fielding were broken 
and another club mark tied while the 
leaders all down the line compiled 
impressive marks, the official aver- 
ages showed today. 

Len Koenecke, the $75,000 Giant 
“castoff”’ picked up by the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, established a new record for 
patrolling the outer pastures when he 
made only two errors on 318 chances 
in 121 games for an average of 994. 
The old mark was one point lower, 
established by Louis B. Duncan, ot 
Cincinnati, in 1923 and equalled by 
Walter Berger, of Boston, in 1932. 

Curt Davis, the Phillies’ freshman 
right-hander, who was rated one of 
the league’s leading throwers, proved 
his fielding prowess as well when he 
took part in 12 double plays, a new 
record for pitchers. Burleigh Grimes 
set the former record of 11 with 
Brooklyn in 1922. 

CUBS LEAD. 

The Chieago Cubs, club fielding 
leaders with a 977 average, set the 
new club mark by making only 137 
errors, one fewer than the Braves a 
year 97 Pittsburgh's catchers were 
charged with only four passed balls. 
equalling the league mark. In addition 
the Pirates, second in fielding at 973, 
established a couple of new lows with 
only 5,567 chances accepted and 1,584 
assists. 

While Koeneck’s brilliant fielding 
gave him a good margin over his near- 
est rivals among the “regular out- 
fielders who played in 100 or more 
games,” George Davis being second 
with .988 and Paul Waner next at 
985, competition among the infield- 
ers was generally close. 

The averages of the first baseman

“To limit the members of the league 
to editors, sub-editors, editorial writ- 
ers, rewrite men, reporters, photogra- 
phers, staff artists and artist retouch- 
ers

of their occupation and profession and 
to improve standards of efficiency and 
productivity.” 


Directors of the league are Dono- 


van, Aubrey Pierce, Jack Boyle, Wal- 
ter L. Winn and Fred B. Webster, all 
active members of the Ledger staff. 
The founders said they expect to,fomm 
league units throughout the country. 

The newspaper guild strike commit- 
tee issued a statement terming the

26.70 
John Emery Andrus, reputed to be 
one of the wealthiest men in the Unit- 
ed States, died of pneumonia today at 
his home.

Known as the “millionaire 8 
hanger,” Andrus was one of the finan 
cial titians who built up a fortune in 
the late “nineteenth and early twen- 
tieth centuries, He was a ‘close asso- 
ciate and contemporary of Jobn D.

Andrus served terms in congress and 
as mayor of Yonkers, and for almost 

years was a political power in 
Westchester county. His name was 
mentioned in the munitions investiga- 
tion at Washington recently as hav- 
ing an income of $1,000,000 a year 
during the World War. 

Despite his immense wealth, he 
blacked his. own shoes—but he gave 
away mapy millions in philanthropy. 

It is understood that 45 per cent ot 
his wealth will go to the Surdna 
Foundation—his name spelled back- 
ward—for various charitable institu- 
tions. 

Burial in $500;000 Tomb. 

Andrus’ wife, who was Jilia M. 
Dyckman, died on Christmas Eve 27 
years ago. He will probably be buried 
beside her in a $500,000 mausoleum 
resembling a Greek temple which he 
built before her death,

A. Newell Benedict and Mrs. : William
